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Claim R j ctions - 35 USC § 102 and 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 



3. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a or e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Scott et al (6,639,362). 

Scott et al teach a sintered polycrystalline alumina body to be used for HD lamps 

comprising MgO 50-1500 ppm, Zr0 2 0-700 ppm and Dy 2 0 3 0-1000 ppm. 

The claims are considered anticipated or in the alternative the subject matter as 
a whole would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
the invention to have selected the overlapping portion of the range disclosed by the 
prior art because overlapping ranges have been held to be a prima facie case of 
obvious, see In re Malagari, 182 U.S.P.Q 549. 

4. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Tiedt 



et al (5,625,256) further in view of Scott et al (6,639,362). 
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Tiedt et al teach a polycrystalline alumina used in HD lamps not unlike that of 
Scott et al and the instant invention. The alumina material includes 100-800 ppm MgO, 
200-1200 ppm Zr0 2 and 10-300 ppm Y 2 0 3 . Although Tiedt et al teach the presence of 
yttria, Dy 2 0 3 is not taught. 

Scott et al teach a polycrystalline alumina composition where the yttria and 
Dy 2 0 3 may be substituted in the composition, see column 4, lines 42-47. 

One of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention would have found the 
substitution of Dy 2 0 3 for yttria in the composition of Tiedt et al because Scott et al teach 
they may be substituted for each other.
